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WHY FRANCE HOLDS ON. 
Perhaps the most interesting part of the 
very interesting report on the Ruhr eco­ 
nomic situation prepared by Basil Miles, 
American administrative commissioner of 
th£ International Chamber of Commerce, is 
his summary of Germany’s general condi­ 
tion and recuperative capacity. 
Says the 
report: 
^Fundamentally, the mere physical 
wealth of the 
country 
has not been 
touched. 
In the first place, Germany 
has no devastated area, either in ma­ 
terial wealth, as in the case of France, 
or in unemployment as in the case of 
England. 
In the second place, Ger­ 
man energy, organization, thrift and 
industry have 
continued 
production 
and even increased its possibilities for 
the future. 
Furthermore it is claimed 
that the depreciation of the mark has 
practically eliminated the burden of 
Germany’s internal 
debt. 
Germany 
has no foreign debt except payments 
for reparations. 
Critics of Germany’s 
policy point out 
that 
even 
this gi­ 
gantic debt of 132,000,000,000 gold 
marks is not greater than the national 
debt of Great Britain. 
As the popula­ 
tion of Germany 
is 
nearly 
a third 
greater than that of the British Isles, 
it is claimed that Germany in fact is 
today better prepared to come back 
than is Great Britain, that if pressure 
of allied occupation were eliminated 
Germany would be in a better position 
to develop and resume general condi­ 
tions of industry than any other great 
country in Europe.” 
These facts 
are 
probably a good deal 
more important than the facts brought out 
by Mr. Miles to show the failure of the 
Buhr occupation as a means of geting re­ 
parations or their equivalent in coal and 
coke, out of Germany. It may be true that 
the French are getting only one-third as 
much coal and coke out of the Ruhr as they j 
previously got from the regular reparations j 
deliveries. 
But what Mr. Miles says about 
Germany’s ability to “come back” if she 
were given a free hand has a sinister rather 
than a pleasing sound to the French, who 
prefer to be in position 
to 
regulate the 
swiftness and the 
extent 
of 
Germany s 
“comeback” because they fear that if she 
comes back too swiftly and too extensively 
she will become dangerous to France’s life. : 
That is why, even if coal and coke deliv­ 
eries are smaller 
than 
ever, France has j 
taken and evidently intends to keep a grip 
on the Ruhr, which Mr. Miles describes as 
Germany’s “economic heart.”

month of August by the 300 hens en ­ 
tered In the T w elfth National Egg 
Laying contest of the United States 
being held here at the M issouri State 
poultry Experim ent Station, accord­

today. 
This w as an average cf 15.31 eggs 
per hen for the month, against 14.49 
e s e s per hen for the sam e month last 
year. 
During the ten m onths of this con­ 
test the average production was 17S.S 
eggs per hen, an Increase of 6 eggs 
per hen over the average for the 
first ten m onths of the contest last 
year, according to T. W. Noland, di­ 
rector of the station. 
For the fifth tim e in succession, 
pen No. 20, single com bed W hite L eg­ 
horns, owned by St. John’s Poultry

\ K 7 HEN good buttermilk Is to be 
obtained there is no better 
hot biscuit, unless it is sour cream, 
that can be served. 
B u t t e r m i lk

and one-half cupfuls of Hour with 
a tablespoonful of baking powder, 
one and one-half cupfuls of salt, 
one teaspoonful of soda. 
Mix two 
tablespoonfuls of lard and add two 
cupfuls of rich buttermilk. 
Knead 
until smooth, roll to half an inch 
in thickness, cut with a small cut­ 
ter and bake fifteen minutes in a 
bot oven. 
Serve piping hot. 
Bacon Muffins.—Cut half a pound 
of sliced bacon Into bits and fry 
until crisp. 
Cream two tablespoon­ 
fuls of the fat with one tablespoon­ 
ful of sugar, add one well-beaten 
egg and one and one-half cupfuls 
of milk. 
Mix five teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder with three fourths of 
a teaspoonful of salt and two and 
one-half cupfuls of flour, stir Into 
the mixture and fold In the fried 
bacon. 
Pour into greased muffin 
pans and bake twenty-five minutes 
in a hot oven. 
Butter Cakes.—Sift twice three 
cupfuls of flour, three-fourths of a 
teaspoonful of soda, one-half tea­ 
spoonful 
of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of salt, then mix lightly 
wpji enough sour or butter milk to 
moisten—about one and one-half 
cupfuls. Turn out on 
a floured 
board and knead lightly. 
Roll thin 
and cut into large rounds.

They will cook in eight minutes..
